Wash rich through at least six waters or until all cloudiness is re- 
moved. 
Drain thoroughly. 
Bring to the boiling point three brimful cups 
of water. 
Add the salt, and the tiny bit of lard. 
When water is bollinl 
briskly add the rice gradually so as not to stop the boiling. 
Don't stir. 
The grains should be kept moving by the boiling water. 
It will take 
about fifteen 
minutes 
for the rice to fully absorb the water. 
During 
this time keep the cover on but slightly pushed to one side. 
At the 
end of the fifteen minutes the grains should be soft, not the least gritty. 
Remove the cover and at the same heat le dry out for five minutes. 
If cooking on gas stove at the end of the five minutes lower gas and let 
the drying out process 
continue 
for twenty to thirty minutes longer. 
It" cooking on a wood or coke stove, at the end of the live minutes, place 
cooked rice on back of stove or in oven to dry out.
